Jack Brown ‘Fights Incendiary 
Bombs, Saves Truck, 


Mr. and Mrs. J. Brown of Gem 
have receivéd .a letter from their 
son Jack, who is serving overseas 
with the C.A.S,F., relating an inter- 
esting and exciting experience he 
had recently when German Bomb- 
ing planes visited their encamp- 
ment, 

At the time of the air raid, Jack 
was on guard duty, and hearing the 
approaching planes . hastened to 
sound the air raid alarm. At first 
it was believed the planes were just 
passing overhead, and Jack remain 
ed at his post. Suddenly the bomb- 
ers cut loose approximately 200 In- 
tendiafy bombs 6n ‘the camp, and 
Jack, unable to scurry to shelter, 
threw himself prone on the ground.

Organize Rifle 
Club in Bassano 


Shooting Galley Arranged in 
Bagement of Milroy’s Store

‘Kftumber of enthusiastic sports- 
men formed the Bassano Rifle Club 
here early this week, and each 
evening regular target practise has 
been underway, The Club has 
constructed two shooting galleys 
in the Basement of the Currie ‘and 
Milroy Store, each galley measur- 
ing up to standard requirements 
for such sport, 

The Club has affiliated itself with 
the Dominion Marksmen Competi- 
tion for 22 Calibre Sporting Rifles, 
in which a series of awards for 
marksmanship are offered that will 
make any sportsmans effort worth 
while. There is no charge for en- 
trance fee in the competition, al- 
though a very small charge is made 
by the club for ammunition, and 
ta help defray cost of lighting and 
heating the Rifle Range. Reg- 
istration cards are issued to the 
members; and it Is expected that 
approximately twenty five citizens 
will sign up with the club. 

A rigid set of rules are being 
drawn up, to which each member 
must comply before being permitted 
to shoot. The rules are designed 
sq that the safety of all persons 
concerned with the club will come 
foremost, Any breach of the rules 
will result in the member being 
suspended from the Club.

LL RANKS OF The C.A.S.F. proceeding on leave during Christmas 

or New Year's will be able to secure return tickets to destination 

at the cost of one-way fare. The duration of the leave will be J 
six days and no more than fifty per cent of the strength of any unit in, 
any rank will be permitted to be away at one time. The Defence De-; 
partment expressly stipulates that whether leave can be granted will 
depend in all cases on the nature of service being undertaken by the 
man concerned, the necessity of having certain types of training com- 
pleted speedily, and the importance of the service from the point of 
view of the defence of Canada and of war conditions generally. 

The Department adds: “The guiding factor in the considera- 
tion of leave privileges to men on Active Service must be the defence 
and safety of the country and the obligatoins we are under by virtue of 
our war commitments. These have been duly weighed and fully dis- 
cussed and their influence is to be observed in the decision now com- 
municated. .
